DISCOVERED BY ACCIDENT. 


The ancient remains to which we 
yefer were’ discovered only by e- 
eldent at a place called Mohen- 
jodaro, or Mound of the Dead, on 
the banks of the River Indus about 
200 milea ‘horth of Karachi. » The 
Jate Mr. Banerji, one of Sir John 
Marshall's colleagues in the yeur 
1922, had started to dig vround the

-and stupa. Ag the work progressed 
he discovered several seals with in- 
scriptions in a script not yet de- 

_ eiphored, similar to others that had 
been found only the year before at 
Harappa’ in’ the Punjab. These 
senla it was conclusively proved 
Chalcolithic Axe, 
when implements of stone were still 
in use, This discovery led to 
systematic excavations, which are 
‘stil going on under the auspices of 

Government, and they reveal in the 
areas that Rave been: dealt with so 
fur, two long streets 30 fect broad, 

enyefully planned at right angles to 
one another, with narrower streets 


and lanes between, also constructed 


In straight lines. 


The houses that line these streets 
are built in terrace fashion, but 
they ara selfcontained, so selfcon- 
tiIned that they are not content 
with purty walls. «Indeed, 
solidity of these dwellings would 
amaze the owner of ono of our 
present-day . bungalows, for the 
outer walls are frequently four or 
five feet thick © The “smallest 
houses that. have been uncarthed 
contain two rooms, and not un- 
naturally hava been built of more 
flimay ‘material. On the other 
hand, there arc houses, with more 
than 60 rooms, which, It has been 
suggested,’ were “intended as re- 
aidonces: for. their gods and atton- 
dants.

But the ground floor 
had a central courtyard with kit- 
chen annexe, © row of small rooms 
presumably for servants, © well, and 
n bathroom carefully paved to avoid 

eaking, and possessed of tt service 
window through which soiled gar- 
ments could be passed.

It tukes us beyond the purpose of 
this, article, but it was not only in 
town planning and hotise building 
that the Indus valley civilisation 
excelled. One cannot forbear quot- 
ing Sir John Marshull’s tribute to 
two mall statues of the human 
form that they ‘are work of which 
n Greck of the 4th. century  1-C. 
miyht well have been proud. 


It is manifest from these dis- 
coveries that the early history of 
Indus will have to be re-written. 
We were taught to believe that 
when the Aryans invaded India 
from the North-West they found 
the country in the possession of 2 
black-akinned barbarian — people. 
whom they spoke of ns slaves. 
Such aborigines there no doubt 
were, They are in India still, But 

(it is very remarkable that 0 people 
xo intelligent and cultured as the

Hymns of the Rig Veda should have 
mained ignorant of, or, perhaps

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PEACE IN THE EAST ? 


Whilst it may be premature 
to suggest that the latest. 
developments in the Far East, 
affecting Japan ‘and Russia on 
the one hand and Japan 
China on the other, have com- 
pletely dissipated ‘of 


trouble in the near future, it can 
at least be said that there are 
prospects of the general Far 
Eastern situation undergoing 
a change for the better. Re- 
ports are to the effect that Japan 
and the'Soviet have at Inst 
reached an agreement in regard 
to the sale of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway, but whilst these 
are: not confirmed, there would 
appear to be grounds for think- 
ing-that-an-early-adjustment- of. 
this troublesome issue may be 
expected. It is hinted that 
when this matter is finally dis- 
posed of, the Soviet may 
recognise Manchukuo, 2 develon- 
ment which would not be wel- 
comed in League 'circles at the 
present juncture. Such a move 
Would be somewhat surprising in 
view, of the tension’ which has 
so long persisted between Russia 
and Japan, but there may well 
be reasons, so. far not disclosed, 
why the Soviet should be dis- 
posed to reach a rapprochement 
with the Japanese. M. Litvinoff’s 
recent statement that Russia 
would not consider herself bound 
by any League decisions reached 
before her entry, might well 
have been made with the pos- 
sibility of the recognition of 
Manchukuo ‘in view. None the 
less, such a step would certainly 
place the League, which has ex- 
pressed itself as being opposed 
to recognition, in a somewhat 
On the gen- 
eral issue of the relations be- 
tween Japan and, Russia, it is 
quite conceivable that a good 
deal has been going on behind 
the scenes, of which the outside 
world has little knowledge. This 
possibility, taken. in conjunction 
with. the reports of a C.E.R.

DISTINCT HANDICAP 


Experts declare that the Endeav- 
our, on her own merits, is a faster 
yncht than the American defender. 
They .scem to have no doubt on 
that score. If that is so, it is 
gratifying knowledge for the build-, 
ers. For to construct a yacht 
capable of crossing the ‘ Atlantic 
Ocean and of competing, with some 
success, nt Jeast, against the fastest 
company of craft built entirely for 
racing, is an achievement. This 
handicap, however, British build- 
ers appear to have overcome. It 
remained for the original profes- 
sional crew of the Endeavour to 
spoil whnt chances the challenger 
possessed. Almost without excep- 


tion, experts declare that it was the } 


comparatively clumsy handling of 
the British yacht by the untrained 
crew which was responsible for her 
defent. However, her sailors tried 
heroicnlly, and were not beaten, 
necessarily, by a faster yacht, but 
by more finished craft. 


WHAT OF THE PROTEST ? 


As for the second protest, Mr. 
Sopwith seems to have’ abandoned 
it simply because he lost heart. 
He was disgusted, no doubt, by the 
first ruling of the Committee and 
possibly felt that he had little to 
expect from an appeal. There are 
many who think this second pro- 
test might well have succeeded.

Looking back over the past one 
can easily visualise the Mussul- 
min peasant woman, illiterate and 
uncultured, her knowledge of life 
limited ‘to her farm. - She sees the 
majority of her children taken 
from her at an early age for she 
knows next to nothing of how to 
bring them up. ; ; 

The Turkish peasant woman of 
the past era never ceased. to work, 
to atrive, to sacrifico; rest and 
happiness were not her portion.

Royal tombs, palaces nnd temples 
belonging to the 4th millenium B.C., 
have beon unenrthed in Egypt and 
Ur. of the Chaldees. We wre 

beat Buch - gorgeous remains aro 

remote from common life, But 
nobody expected to read of 9 popul- 
vous town, carefully built and carc- 

.fully planned, with 

running truc.to the points of the 

compass, with an elaborate drain- 
nge system, aubstantial houses 
mnde of bricks that are practically 
_ Indestructible, provided with baths, 
and {n some cnses with central heat- 
ing; with a great public bath also, 
‘to which final luxury no parallel 
‘can be found till the period of the 


- Romans is reached. 


‘And yat all these wonders have 
been brought to light during the last 
twelve years in Northern India, 
showing that 6,000 years ago the 
people of the Indus valley enjoyed 
n civilisation that in certain res- 
pects was duperior to anything that 
Mesopothmin and Exypt possessed. 
In thase other countries, as Sir. 
John Marshall, head of the Indian 
Archeological Department has said, 
money and thought were lavished 
on temples, palaces, snd tombs, 
while the rest of the people had to 

le content with houses bullt of 
mud. On the banks of the Indus it 
wus all the other way; there is no 
trace, wo far at least; of gither 
temples or palaces, The solid builds 


straight streets .

One medium-sized house has been’ 
carofully described, The upper 
storey has disappeared. had 
been ‘constructed at Teast partly of 
wood, the charred remains of wiilch 
—deodar from the Himalayas—are 
atill visible. But the ground floor 
had a contral courtyard with kit- 
chon annexe, a row of’ small rooms 
presumably for servants, well, and 
n bathroom carefully paved to avold 
lenking, nnd possessed of a service 
window through which soiled gar- 
ments could. be passed. Dratnage 
pipes lead from this bathroom: and 
also from the upper storey to the 
Digyver and cavered drains which 
line both sides of overy stroct. 


It takes us beyond the purpose of 
this article, but it, was not only in 
town planning and house. building 
that tho Indua valley ‘civilisation 
excelled.”

‘The ancient remains to which we 
refer were discovered only by ac- 
cident at a -place called Mohen- 
jodnro, or Mound of the Dead, oh 
The banks of the River Indus about 
200 miles north of Karachi. 
Inte Mr. Banerji, one of Sir John 
Marshall’s collengues in the year 
1922, had atarted to dig around the 
the ruins of a Buddhist monastery 

“and stupa, As the work progressed 
he discovered several seals with in- 
scriptions in a script not_yet de- 
eiphered, similar to others that had 
been found only the year before at 
Harappa: in the Tunjab. These 
seals it was conclusively proved 
belunged to the Chaleolithic Age, 
when implements of stone were still 
in use. This discovery led to 
syatematic excavations, which are 
still yoing on under the auspices of 
Government, and they Feveal in the 
areas that have been dealt with so 
fur, two long strects 80 fect broad, 
carefully planned at right angles to 
one another, with narrower streets 
ang lanes between, also constructed 
‘in straight lines. 


The houses that line these streets 
are built in terrace fashion, but 
they: are: selfcontained, so selfcon- 
tained thnt they are ‘not content 
with party walls. Indecd, the 
solidity of these dwellings would 
amnzo ‘the owner of one of our 
present-day pungalows, for the 
outer walls are frequently four or 
five’ fect thick.

TILURSDAY, Serv, 27, 1934, 


PEACE IN THE EAST? 


Whilst it may be premature 
suggest thant the latest. 


‘|to 


developments in the Far East, |’ 


affetting Japan and Russia on 
|the one hand and Japan and 
China on the other, have com- 
pletely . dissipated fears of 
trouble in the near future, it can 
at least be said that, there are 
prospects of the general Far 
Eastern situation undergoing 
a change for the better, Re- 
ports are to the effect that Japan 
ands the Sovict have at last 
reached an agreement in regard 
to’the sale of the Chinese Fnast- 
ern Railway, but.whilst these 
are not confirmed, there would 
appear to be grounds for think- 
ing that an early adjustment. of 
this troublesome issue may be 
expected. It jis chinted that 
when this matter is finally dis- 
posed of, the Soviet may 
recognise Manchukuo, a develon- 
ment which would not be wel- 
comed in League’ circles at the 
present juncture, Such 2 move 
would be somewhat surprising in 
view of the tension which has 
so long: persisted between Russia 
und Japan, but there may well 


‘Tbe rensons, so far. not disclosed, 


why the Soviet should be-dis- 
posed to reach a rapprochement 
with the Japanese. M. Litvinoff’s 
recent statement that Russia 
would not consider herself bound 
by any League decisions reached 
before her éntry, might well 
have been made with the pos+ 
sibility of the recognition of 
Manchukuo in view. None. the 
less, such a2 step would certainly 
Place the League, which has ex- 
pressed itself as being. opposed 
to recognition, in a somewhat 
awkward position, On the gen- 
eral issue of the relations be- 
tween Japan and Russia, it is 
quite conceivable that a good 
deal has been going on behind 
the scenes, of which the outside 
world has little knowledge. This 
possibility, taken in conjunction 
with the reports of a C.E.R.

‘DISTINCT. HANDICAP 


Experts declare that the Endeav- 
our, on her own merits, in a faster 
yacht than the American defender, 
They seem to have ‘no doubt on 
that score. If thnt is ao, it {s 
gratifying knowledge for the build- 
ers, For to construct a yacht 
capable of crossing the Atlantic 
Ocenn and of competing, with some 
success, at least, agninst the fastest 
company of craft built entirely for 
racing, Ia an achievement. This 
handicap, however, British build- 
ers ‘appear to have overcome. It 
remained for the original profes- 


-sional crew of the Endeavour to

HAZI Mustapha Kemal has in-{ 

“troduced inte Turkish social 
life many great reforms, but the 
most audacious, the happiest and 
that acclaimed with the greatest 
joy is the emancipation of tho 
Turkish woman. This feador of 
new Turkey, as if with a magic 
wand, threw open the gates of 
bondage and freed the trembling 
creature who was pitied the whole 
world over, : 

'From lowly enbin and gilded 
cage the timid slaves .of a 
centuries-old regime peeped forth 
and slowly stepped out Into an 
tindreamed-of freedom, still won- 
dering a little whether It was some 
great power's. tempora whim, 
and half afraid to hear their men- 
folk call them back, : 

But they were told that the 
Ghazi had deereed that henceforth 
the women of Turkey should havo 
equal rights with the men, so the 
chrysalis, the recluse of tho 
harem, cast off its shell and soon 
found that it had wings. Thus 
concluded the last stage of the 


tion of the Turkish woman, which 
had its origin as far back as 1908, 
at the time of the Young Turk 
movement. . : “8 


The Turkey of Kemal numbers 
16,600,000 inhabitants, and 9,000,- 
000 of these are women. There 
are 8,000,000 peasant women and 
only 1,000,000 who are town-born. 
Looking back over the past one 
enn casily visualise the Mussul- 
man peasant woman, illiterate and 
uncultured, her knowledge of life 
limited to her farm. She sees the 
majority of her children taken 
from her at an enrly age for she 
knows next to nothing of how to 
bring them up. 

The Turkish peasant woman. of 
the past era never ceased to work, 
to strive, to sacrifice; rest and 
happiness were not her portion. 
And so, in the prime of youth, she 
lost that fresh beauty which is 
her heritage. While her western 
sisters of Jike age retained their 
youth and vigour, she became old 
and tired, and dissatisfied at the 
exigencies of her home Hfe. 

As for the million women of the 
towns, only half were of the 
bourgeoisie. The peasant women 
were the producers while the town- 
born women comprised part of : 


consumers. Of the former many 
were employed on farms bordér- 
ing on the towns, and ns servants 
in the houses of tha well-to-do. 
A Jittle higher up the scale came 
the mothers, wives, sisters and 
daughters of perhaps the police- 
men, postmen, barbera, or cab 
drivers, Their’ dress was of that 
picturesque, multicoloured = type 
which tourists loved to see—baggy 
trousers; gold embroldered blouses, 
and the striking veil and head- 
dress, . 

Then.came the womenfolk of the 
high government officials,” rich 
merchants and landowners—the 
bourgeoisic; and, linally, the real 
aristocracy, Knowing at least one 
foreign: language—many of them 
had had forelgn governesses and 
hed been to college or university 
—they were able to supplement 
and develop. their education by 
reading Turkish and foreign news- 
papers, books and reviews, and be- 
come further distinct from their 
peasnnt sisters by following Paris 
fashions.

To-day, the new Civil Code ren- 
ders the woman free, independent 
of, and equal to, the man. ‘The 
Turkish woman is now treated 
even better than many of hor 
European and American alsters, 
Tho “recluse of the harem,” con- 
demned to languish and frde be- 
hind closely trellised windows, 
exists no Jonger. The disenchant- 
ed of yore, the dark, veiled phan- 
toms, whose cyes alone shone 
through their tchartchafs (a piece 
of silk wound round the head) 
have completely disappeared. 

If, onee {n a wihle, one sees a 
semi-veiled figure in the streets of 
eld Stamboul or in the tortuoug 
ways of the citadel of Angora, one 
can be certain these women belong 
to a past epoch. In these days 
the Oriental aspect is utterly 
effaced, and ‘the Turkish woman, 
completely Hberated from the dic- 


tates of the Koran, lives, marries, | 


dresses, works and amuscs herself 
just like her sisters of the West. 

The Ife of the harem, ns. des- 
erlbed by numerous French novol- 
ists, disappeared in Constantinople 
and Smyrna-during the Great War, 
for the high cost of living mado 
the upkeep of the enormous pri- 
vate palaces impossible.. But in 
the interior of Anntolin it was the 
custom of the peasants; up to the 
time of Mustapha Kermal’s re- 
form, to have three or four wives, 
who were made to work in the 
fields. ;

Polygamy was definitely abolish- 
ed in 1926 when the Grand Na- 
tional Assembly adopted the Swiag 
Civil Code which Imposed on. all 
Turks the modern matrimonial 
statute. And so, with the new 
reforms und westernisation appli- 
ed by the Republican regime, a 
great transformation was produced 
in the general mentality of the 
Turkish people. . 

The new liberty accorded to 
Turkish women, together with the 
transformation of their habits and 
customs, material and cconomic, 
made it necessary for many of the 
hanouma (women) to take steps to 
become wage carnera and insure 
thelr complete independence.

The sharé ninrket is In an unduly 
depressed condition owing to the nor- 
mal effect of bad times in which many 
are compelled-ta sell their holdings 
in order to rafse‘moncy for.the pur- 
pose of carrying on their business or 
of reducing or prying off mortgages 
when forced to do ao. Thin condition 
Is. further: aceentunted by speculrtive 
influences. A favourable reaction In 
the property market would help to re- 
move ceruun of the factérs depressing 
the share. market, particularly .in re- 
lation to shares. of reat estnte com- 
panics. This would further help in 
restoring corifidence in the established 
industries of the Colony. Experience 
shows that there is always a correla- 
tion of movement between property 
values and ‘stocks values in this 
Colony, though the two movements 
may not synchronise. 


ADVANTAGE TO BUSINESS. 


Rent charges form a considerable 
proportion of the costs of many of our 
small businesses, A small reduction 
in this item of his costs may mean all 
the difference to a small tradesman 
when he is hesitating whether it is 
worth while to carry on. Property- 
owners who at present find it diMeult, 
If not impossible, to make concessicns 
of thia kind, would be ennble to do xo, 
with a Hghter Assessment Tax hur-| 
den, and would find it in their interest 
to pass on part of the relicf obtained. 
The rate of mortality among snvall 
businesses, involving in the musa a 
serjous loss to the Colony, would thus 
be checked. 

With the return of confidence and 
hope created by Governmental action 
promising auch a substantial measure 
of relief, with the assurance that 
Government was net adopting the 
Jnissez-faire policy of leaving recovery 
to find its own way, hoarded money 


more change hands; eredit would ex- 
pand as confidence expands; existing 
susiness underlakings would be nyain- 
tained; and so an olf-round improves 
ment may be expected, The atructure 
of the present-day geonomle syxtem is 
such that its various parts are inter- 
dependent, a favourable movement in 
any one quarter being generally re- 
flected in similar movements In other 
quarters, so that the amelioration be- 
comes cumulative, 


USE OF SURPLUS. , 


Now, how is the loss ‘in revenue to 
be made up, if the two praposals were 
carricd into effect? Happily, this ix 
not. a ease in which an unbalanced 
Badget cntails an increase in public 
indebtedness. The increased deficit 
could, and should, I submit, be met out 
of the Coleny’s reserve. The surplus 
of the Colony, it is true, is alrendy 
rbeing substuntially drawn upon to 
j balance the Budget for 1936; but that 
very (act makes it clear that ‘the 
Government is not averse to an en- 
croachment on its surplus to ‘enable 
it to.balnnce on Budget in diMfeult 
times, —1f,-4s -T- have. endeaveured to 
show, the suggested. remission is ex 
neeted to nct as a stimulus to the 
Colony's business and economic out- 
look, then the policy of drawing on 
our surplus to) meet this particular 
deficit would be all the more justi- 
finble, since it would be done for the 
purpose of pursuing, not: a merely 
negntive policy, but a positively re- 
niedinl ecurse of netion. 

This further depletion of the 
Colony’s surplus balances would not 
he so serious as necessarily to deter 
Government from adopting the course 
which I have urged. Some years 10 
it was <«Meinlly announced that a 
reserve of about $10,000,000 was con- 
sidered ndvisable by both the Govern- 
ment and the Seeretary of State for 
the Colonies ns provision - for 
nu orniny day, so to speak. But even 
if what 1 have advocated meant a re-

THE “RAINY DAY.” 


It is idle to set aside reserves for 0 
“rniny day”, and then to define that 
term jn such a way that not even the 
most disastrous eccnomic -depression 
in our history could be so called. The 
Colony has had its ups and downs, but 
never his it passed through a period 
of such.a_ depression ox now. The 
cconomi¢ hurricane whieh ‘has struck 
un is of unprecedented violence, and 
‘we may hope that never again will the 
Colony suffer such an unhappy deluge.

"PAX REDUCTION“ 


VALUE OF LOCAL 
INDUSTRIES. 


Owing: to sickness,” the Hon, Mr. 
J. P.- Braga wns absent, but -his 
speech, rend by Hon. Mr. Bell, was 
as follows:—Your Excellency,—I must 
confess to some disappointment with 
the Government statement in present- 
ing the Estimates for next year. 
This disappointment rises’ from “the 
{net that, while the trado dopression 
formed the keynote of the Honourable 
the Colonial Secrctary’s revlow of the 
Eatimates, tho Government has shown 
no practical sympathy with the Colon 
in the dificult times through which 
it is possing. A substantial evidence 
of such sympathy would -hnve been 
rently apprecinted if sotne scheme 
fsa been formulated for a reduction 
in the high cost of the Colony’s ad- 
ministration. This was,one of the 
ratepayers’ legitimate, if faint, hopes, 
before the appenrance of. the Estl- 
mates, That hope hos been un- 
fortunately blasted ond the ~Colony's 
inhabitants are left in’ the predica- 
ment of having to work out their own 
salvation. 


Usuntly well-informed concerning 
the action affecting ‘the Colony 
generally taken by tho big banks, 
the large commercinl houses and in- 
dustrin] undertakings in Hongkong, 
Government could not have failed to 
become acquainted with the measures 


adopted by these various institutions, }. 


almost without exception, to cope with 
the difficulties besetting Hongkong 
through this prolonged trade depres- 
sion. A choice of two evils presented 
itself alternatively in proposals for 
cuts in salaries or reduction in the 
personnel of the staff. The less harm-

‘And when tho ex- 
planation has been forthcoming, rate- 
payers will bo fiiterested to have the 
expert, opinion of the Director of 
Medical and Sanitary Serviecs whether 
the allocation for aritl-malarial works 
properly so-called {fs not an amount 
just sufficient to: tinker with the 
malaria «problem in the Colony. I 
cannot discover any appropriation for 
this essential preventive service for 
Kowloon and the Mainland. Develop- 
ment of the popular Castle, Peak 
aintrict for renidentin! purposes, which 
has started in real carneat, ig actually 
retarded throngh indifference in the 
adoption of measures for combatting 
the malaria acgurey in thiy beautiful 
district’ of the New Territories.
